I. ELECTION OF SPECIES 

The Office requires an election of one of five alleged species in the present 
application: 

Species I wherein the surface layer is matte; 

Species II wherein the surface layer is glossy; 

Species III wherein the surface layer is suede; 

Species IV wherein the surface layer includes upraised members; 
and 

Species V wherein the surface layer includes inwardly depressed 
members.
